Though  two 
or  three  trembling  souls  meet  in  the  dhrk.  damp, 
subterranean  cavern,  from  the  eyes  of  men  hidden 
away — lo.  the  Spirit  hath  spied  them  eut,  and  is 
in  their  midst  to  own  and  bless.  Wherever  a  hu¬ 
man  heart  trusts  in  Christ  there  is  eredted  a  tern 
pie  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  He  immediately  comes 
and  Alls  It.  and  all  over  the  world  today  the  tens 
of  thousands  of  living  temples  the  abiding  place* 
of  His  divine  presence.

prophets."  (Heb.  1:1)  That  which  Feteb  calls  the 
Holy  Ohost,  the  writer  of  Hebrews  call^  Ood.  The 
prophets  were  messengers  of  Ood,  but  (he  reveal¬ 
ing  power  by  which  they  were  enabled  to  carry 
out  their  mission  was  the  Holy  Spirit.  When 
Mosses  penned  the  Pentateuch  the  Holy  Ghost 
moved  his  hand;  when  David  wrote  tl$e  Psalms, 
and  made  melodious  music  on  his  harp,  lit  was  the 
Holy  Spirit  who  gave  his  Angers  thelt  seraphic 
motion;  when  Solomon  spoke  the  proverbs  of  wis¬ 
dom.  or  when  he  hymned  the  Canticle  »f  love,  It 
•was  the  Holy  Spirit  who  gave  him  words  of 
knowledge  and  hymns  of  rapture.  Ah!  what  Are 
was  it  that  touched  the  Ups  of  the  leoqusnt  Isaiaih? 

What  hand  came  upon  Daniel?  What  mjlght  male 
Jeremiah  so  plaintive  in  his  grief?  Wh^t  kindled 
the  Imagination  of  Ezekiel  so  that  he  lould  soar 
aloft  and  see  the  Mighty  Unknown  beyond  our 
reach?  Who  was  it  that  made  Amos,  the  herds¬ 
man,  a  prophet?  Who  taught  the  rugged  Haggai 
to  pronounce  his  thundering  sentemjea?  Who 
pointed  out  to  Habakkuk  the  horses  of  Jehovah 
marching  through  the  deep?

My  Methodly  fr)jlc  In  Canada  and  my  Presby- 
ivriHO.  rltlc  tn  another  State  objected  especially 
to  thajlpst  two  sentences.  They  challenged  me 
to  show  that  Methodist  churches  in  Canada  or 
Prssbjji crlan  churches  In  the  I'nlted  States  or 
•laew|)ep*.  were  ntifde  up  of  carnal  and  worldly 
memtshr*  and  also'to  show  that  Baptist  churches 
were  superior  in  spirituality  to  the'  members  of  ' 
nonHRlitlst  bodies,

will  bp  obsereved  [hat  the  entire  ajrtlcle  had  in

Now  |t  Is  In  valn|lor  our  Methodist  and  Presby- 
terlsi)  brethren  to  feltempt  to  meet  this  by  point¬ 
ing  obt  the  excellspt  quality  of  the  spiritual  life 
of  tlksir  members  in  our  own  country,  where 
theredl*  no  Stats  church,  and  where  there  I* 
such  iftltn ulus  to  pvangellcal  preaching  from  the 
pulpltf  I  do  not  for  a  moment  question  the  ex- 
.  elieiu  4  of  the  llvqs  and  characters  of  our  breth¬ 
ren  tjf  other 'names  But  this  Is  Wholly  Irrele¬ 
vant  go  the  point  pt  issue. 

Thj)  real  point  Is  this:  What  Is  the  effect  upon 
shurdfc  membership  where  the  practice  of  Infant 
baptism  Is  consistently  and  fully  carried  out? 
Infant  baptism  ha*  no  logical  place  in  church 
life  save  as  a  sacrament  or  saving  ordinance. 
The  (fit ’mile  Church  Is  perfectly  consistent  here 
Protaptant  bodies  pften  compromise  their  view  of 
Its  vglee  and  have  had  more  or  less  difficulty 
overlie  statu*  o  baptlxed  Infant*.  Whether 
they  4  re  or  are  not  In  the  true  sense,  member* 
of  tlaf  church 

In  porno  Pedo  Baptist  bodies,  there  Is  a  bold 
stand)  for  tho  sacramental  conception  6f  Infant 


baptism.  My  Lutheran  critic  quotes  mjf  state¬ 
ment  that  the  ordinances  are  symbols  tnd  not 
sacraments  and  says  regarding  it:  "Thc(  fourth 
point  Is  preposterous?-  To  reduce  baptlflm  to  a 
mere  symbol,  and  then  to  demand  a  particular 
form  of  its  administration.  Is  as  Illogical  as  It  Is 
uncrlsptural.  The  distinctive  doctrine  of  the 
Baptists  Is  after  all,  nothing  but  the  empty  form 
of  an  ordinance." 

The  Lutheran  also  claims  that  doctrine  of  re¬ 
ligious  freedom  of  individual  "responsibility 
faith  and  regeneration"  are  held  by  Luiherans 
and  others,  and  cannot  be  rlaimed  as  distinctive 
Baptist  teachings. 

Tills  leads  to  the  point  that  needs  emphMta: 
It  is  that  Pedo-Baptlst  bodies  in  our  country  are 
inconsistent  In  tbeir  two-fold  teaching  as  to 
proxy  faith.  In  the  case  of  infants,  and  personal 
faith,  in  the  case  of  those  receiving  the  gospel 
for  the  first  time  after  the  period  of  Infancy. 
They  do  recognize  the  principle  of  individual 
responsibility  every  time  they  preach  repentance 
and  faith  to  those  capable  of  repenting  4»d  be¬ 
lieving.  but  they  deny  that  principle  evegy  time 
they  bring  an  infant  to  the  baptismal  font. 

In  Mime  ilenonilnallon*  there  I*  a  gradual  wan¬ 
ing  of  the  belief  in  Infant  baptism  as  a  saving 
ordinance.  The  meaning  I*  left  vague  and  In¬ 
definite,  or  oIm-  It  Is  regarded  as  a  mem  act  of 
dedication  with  no  religious  significance  other¬ 
wise.  But,  «s  I  have  said.  Infant  baptism  ha*  no 
logical  place  In  any  system  *ave  a*  a  saving  sa- 
eminent.  .And  It  has  no  scriptural  place  In  any 
system. 

The  Catholics  hold  that  the  church  la  author¬ 
ized  to  add  to  tho  teachings  of  the  Scrmtures. 
They  are  therefore  logical  In  their  plea  fo^  Infant 
baptism,  but  not  scriptural.  They  thefiselves 
know  it  is  unscrlptural.  In  Ireland.  Qathollc 
children  are  taught  by  the  priests  to  challenge 
Protestants  by  demanding  a  reply  to  the  question 
where  they  got  tjiclr  Infant  baptism.  This  Is 
r  paratory  to  the  statement  that  they[  got  It 
from  the  Catholic  Church.  .  | 

Cnfortunately,  however,  the  Protestant!  bodies 
cannot  join  the  Catholics  In  their  doctrine  that 
the  churrh  is  authorized  to  establish  n4w  and 
non-scriptural  dogmas.  The  consequential  Is  that 

:y  are  driven  to  the  expedient  of  arguing  for 
infant  baptism  on  the  basis  of  the  Allruhamic 
covenant  and  the  baseless  claim  that  infant  bap¬ 
tism  came  in  the  place  of  the  Old  Testament  prac- 
tlco  of  circumslslon. 

The  result  is  inevitable.  Those  evangelical 
d. -nominations  which  pi-n<tlce  Infant  baptism 
hold  a  dualist Ic  and  s'-lf-eontradhiory  position. 
The)  hold  a  su  i-amcntal  principle  and  attempt  to 
harmonize  it  with  a  spiritual  principle.;  They 
try  to  tench  proxy  faith  In  combination  urfth  per- 
■  anal  faith.  They  recognize  Individual  responsi¬ 
bility  and  then  displace  It  with  the  doctrine  of 
family  responsibility. 

Let  us  come  back  to  the  main  point.  II  have 
nowhere  made  tho  assertion  that  all  denomina 
Hons  which  practice  Infant  baptism  are  niade  up 
of  worldly  and  carnal  members.  Such  4  state¬ 
ment  would  be  false,  of  course.  What  I  did  say 
and  what  I  say  now  Is,  that  the  State  churches 
•  Kurope  are  worldly  and  carnal  chiefly  because 
of  Infant  baptism. 

What  I  say  further.  Is  that  whatever  an0  wher 
ever  Infant  baptism  la  consistently  and  thorough¬ 
ly  practiced  with  all  that  it  Implies,  there  will 
result  a  worldly  and  carnal  church  membership 
It  originated  as  a  saving  sacrament  in  thp  Cath¬ 
olic  Church.  If  baptism  in  the  hands  of  4  priest 
•n  save  the  Infant,  It  should  be  administered  to 
all  infants.  The  Catholic  contention  Is  the  logical 
one. 

It  is  here  that  the  Prot.-tant  Prdo- Baptist  de¬ 
nominations  violate  their  Protestantism.  Rome 
of  them  are  aggressively  evangelistic  like  the 
Methodist.  Some  of  them  bestow  unusual  time 
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and  path-nce  In  the  training  of  children  and  In 
general  Christian  culture,  as  do  the  Presby¬ 
terians,  with  the  resalt  that  they  produce  a  line 
type  of  character.  Hut  In  exactly  the  degree  In 
which  they  do  these  thingr,  they  "are  working  on 
a  principle  totally  at  variance  with  the  practice 
of  Infant  baptism.  And  who  can  tell  how  mneh 
harm  is  dpne  In  the  maintenance  of  Inflant  bap¬ 
tism  along  with  the  other  principle! 

It  has  always  seemed  strange  to  me  that  Pres- 
bevterlans,  especially,  cling  to  Infant  baptism 
They  are  close  kin  spiritually  to  the  Baptlats. 
The  general  doctrinal  teachings  of  the  two 
bodies  are  the  same  apart  from  the  mode  and 
subjects  of  baptism  and  church  polity.  Bat 
there  Is  another  point  of  agreement  which  make* 
Infant  baptism  seem  so  Incongruous  among  Pres¬ 
byterians  It  la  the  Calvlnlftlc  emphasis  upon 
the  direct  relation  of  the  soul  to  God.  God’i 
sovereignty  in  electing  Individuals  and  the  priv¬ 
ilege  of  ths  Individual  to  deal  directly  with  God. 
has  been  tailed  the  "mother  principle"  of  Cal¬ 
vinism. 

And  beyond  a  doubt  Calvlnlstlc  teachings  have 
promoted  democracy,  because  It  emphasixes  the 
equality  of  men  before  God.  Now  Prebyterlans 
are  Calvinists  and  their  "mother  principle"  Is 
thus  contradictory  to  the  practices  of  Infant  bap¬ 
tism. 

s  Baptists  also,  for  the  most  part  are  Calvlnla- 
tlc  In  thelf  general  theological  position,  and  they 
put  very  great  emphatis  upon  the  direct  relation 
of  the  aoiil  to  God.  But  to  a  Baptist  the  sub¬ 
stitution  nf  a  parent's  or  sponsor's  faith  (or 
personal  filth  In  the  rase  of  Infant  baptlam  Is 
utterly  forplgn  to  the  principle.  and  changes  the 
nature  of  Christianity.  And  this  la  the  reason 
why  It  hns  always  seemed  strange  to  me  that  our 
Presliyterl  in  brethren  cling  14  Infant  baptism 

Before  rinsing  this  niitclc,  one  pertinent  sug¬ 
gestion  should  lie  added.  Much  has  ls-i-n  said  In 
recent  year*  ubout  the  denominations  uniting  In¬ 
to  one  great  ehurt-h,  the  passing  of  the  old  differ¬ 
ences,  the  dropping  of  non-essentials  and  all  that 
sort  of  thlbg.  And  yet,  when  I  wrote  an  artlrle 
just Ifylng  our  Baptist  teachings  and  program, 
setting  forth  the  most  elementary  and  eommon- 
plare  Baptist  teachings,  there  is  at  once  the  most 
rigorous  imposition  and  criticism  by  repreaentn- 
tivea  of  thfee  other  denominations. 

•Surely  tjiere  1s  no  almosph«re  here  for  organic 
Christian  Bnlou.  The  Baptist  conscience  has  all 
along  known  that  It  could  ijot  compromise  or 
yield  these  vital  teachings.  It  Is  very  clear  that 
the  Methodist,  and  Presbyterian,  and  Lutheran. 
coiMclenc«>|  Is  equally  unyielding. 

Now  I  do  not  hesitate  to  nay  that  In  uiy  Judg¬ 
ment  such  a  conscience  I*  a  far  more  healthy 
sign  than  the  Indifferent  Ism  that  prevails  among 
malty.  It  SHI  be  a  sad  day  for  Chriatlanlty  when 
men  reuse  to  think  rlwnrly  and  believe  strongly. 
It  la  ahsolMtely  the  only  romUtlon  of  power  anil 
effectiveness.  And  while  Baptists  deplore  what 
they  regard  as  error  and  will  try  to  correct  It, 
they  believe  that  It  Is  a  far  healthier  State  where 
Christian*  hold  conviction*  than  where  there  are 
no  convictions. 

Meanwhile  It  Is  self-evident  that  there  has 
never  bee4  a  time  when  the  Baptist  wltneas  to 
the  truth  was  more  needed  than  It  la  today. 
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anlsh  church  In  Tampa.  Florida.  J.  G.

SEMINARY  NEW  UCILDINOS  AND

In  tebrhlng  the  duty  of  baptizing  our  children 
.1  infancy  we  Methodists  of  the ;e  Southern  States 
c  our  nitlon  are  not  making  a  decided  Impres¬ 
sion  upon  the  qilnds  and  consciences  of  our  peo¬ 
ple.'  The  strenuous  oppo  ltlon  to  Infant  baptism 
on  the  part  of  a  body  of  our  fellow  Christians  who 
live  among  us  Is  having  considerable  effect  upon 
Ali:-  members  of  our  church,  and  as  a  consequence 
we  are  very*  neglectful  In  the  discharge  of  this  Im¬

managing  to  get  away  from  our  re¬ 
gular  work  at  Lalchowfu,  was  de¬ 
ciding  where  the  funds  should  be 
used.  The  area  covered  by  the  fa¬ 
mine  Is  a  large  one.  While  travel¬ 
ing  on  the  train  men  were  met  who 
are  working  In  different  areas  and 
these  urged  that  we  go  to  this  place 
or  that. 

This  county  from  which  we  are 
writing  is  not  so  badly  affected  as 
some,  but  as  no  one  has  yet  done  any 
work  there  and  on  account  of  the 
proximity  to  Tsinan,  the  capital  of 
Shantung  province,  where  we  have  so 
recently  opened  mission  work  for.  the 
city  and  country.  It  was  thought  best 
to  begin  here.  If  funds  are  suffi¬ 
cient  and  workers  can  be  supplied 
from  our  regular  work  at  the  various 
mission  stations,  It  Is  hoped  that 
other  and  even  more  needy  places 
may  be  aided. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  visit  many 
villages  to  realise  that  the  need  here 
Is  great,  and  growing  more  desperate 
In  many  villages  from  day  to  day. 
As  stated  above,  conditions  are  .  not 
as  bad  in  this  county,  taking  It  as  a 
whole,  as  In  some  other  sections  of 
the  famine  region,  but  there  are 
villages  which  have  been  on  the  verge 
of  famine  for  several  years — revolu¬ 
tion.  floods,  locust  and  drought  each 
year  after  year  seemingly  trying  to 
wipe  out  those  dependent

Yeeterdar  a  number  of  villages 
were  visited  with  a  view  to  select¬ 
ing  for  aid  those  who  are  in  greatest 
need.  One  Is  made  sad  almost  to 
tears  ss  he  sees  the  condition  of  the 
people.  Let  me  give  you  my  notes 
on  a  few  of  these: 

1.  Family  of  live.  Father  left  a 
month  ago  to  beg.  Donkey  has  been 
sold  and  the  money  has  been  used. 
Otaly  two  acres  of  land  left.  This 
they  would  sell  at  one-fourth  the 
usual  price,  but  no  one  la  able  to  buy 
It.  Have  half-bushel  of  corn, twenty 
pounds  of  turnips.  One  meal  a  day 
from  these,  the  rest  of  the  time  feed¬ 
ing  on  chaff  and  sweet  potato  leavaa. 

2.  An  old  woman  living  alone 
absolutely  nothing  but  a  few  old  Jars 
a  table  and  bench,  ona  old  bed  cover 
and  the  clothes  on  her  back 


this  site,  are  under  fed  In  normal 
times.  Just  now  In  the  areas  visited 
vnd  that  part  of  China  now  in  the 
throea  of  famine  there  are  some  twen- 
ty-flve  or  thirty  millions  depending 
on  others  to  be  saved  from  starvation. 

tn  thla  county  there  are  about  one 
hundred  villages  that  need  help. 
Each  of  these  will  average  fifteen 
destitute  families  with  an  average  of 
live  people  to  the  family.  To  aid 
these  only  one  dollar  each  for  four 
months  will  require  $30,000.  This 
Is  working  on  a  basis  of  7.500  people. 
We  are  being  asked  to  take  over  an¬ 
other  rounty  In  which  there  are  40,- 
000  In  as  destitute  a  condition  as 
this  country,  perhaps  In  a  worse  con¬ 
dition.

THE  FOREIGN  BOARD 
AND  THE  CAMPAIGN 

I.  FACTS  ABOUT  A  VAST  AND  VARIED  WORK 

1.  The  Foreign  Mission  Hoard  of  the  Southern  nptist  Convention  has 
417  missionaries  under  appointment  from  America,  not  including;  a  great  num¬ 
ber  of  native  preachers  and  workers. 

2.  The  Beard  lias  on  the  foreign  fields  49,fi59  church  membera,  .">42 
churches,  11,148  out-stations;  6,834  converts  were  lm|  tized  during  1919;  155 
•  hurdles  are  self-supporting. 

;  3.  Since  the  75  .Million  Campaign  was  projected  we  have  sent  out  104 

missionaries,  and  4  others  are  under  appointment.  1  - 

4.  We  have  10  theological  schools,  with  345  students  enrolled  ;  544  schools, 
including  colleges  and  schools  of  lower  grade,  with  18, 109  students;  enrolled. 

5.  We  have  lti  hospital  buildings  and  14  dispf  ns  tries.  Durjng  the  last 
Convention  year.  16  foreign  physicians  and  9  native  |  hysicians  administered 
205,098  treatments  in  these  hospitals. 

6.  We  have  6  publishing  houses  and  7  denominational  papers  on  the 

foreign  field.  I  '  ■ 

7.  The  417  missionaries  are  distributed  as  follow's;  'hipa,  221 ;  Africa,  24; 
Italy,  2;  Brazil,  112;  Mexico,  12;  Japan,  20;  Argentina,  19!  Chile,  7. 

8.  The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  lately  accepted  responsibility  for  work 
in  Spain,  Jugo  slavia,  Hungary,  Roumania,  Southern  Olussia,  Sihjeria,  Pales¬ 
tine  and  Syria.  These  fields  arc  being  organized  for  great  evangelistic  cam¬ 
paigns  and  for  the  training  of  Christian  workers. 

Think  of  the  magnitude  and  variety  of  this  great  work! 

II.— THE  F  OREIGN  BOARD  S  NE$DS 

1.  The  Foreign  Mission  Board  needs  for  immediate  appointment  100 
missionaries  to  take  care  of  its  growning  work.  At  leai  t  400  new  ttiissinnaries 
are  needed  during  tin*  next  four  years.  We  need  large  numbers  of  evangelists 
some  well-trained  teachers  for  schools  of  different  grac  es,  doctors  uud  nurses 
lor  hospital  ami  field  work,  two  or  three  well-trained  architects  tjo  plan  and 
superintend  the  erection  of  mission  buildings. 

2.  A  great  increase  in  literature  is  needed  to  njeet  conditions  | which  have 
developed  on  almost  all  the  fields  to  carry  our  message  into  territories  in  ad¬ 
vance  of  missionaries,  and  to  indoctrinate  converts. 

3.  To  these  needs  must  be  added  the  necessity  for  an  increasing  number 
of  missionary  residences  for  missionaries  who  have  no ;  yet  been  housed  and 
others  who  are  to  be  appointed ;  church  buildings  where  they  have  not  yet  been 
provided  and  for  new  churches  as  they  are  organized!  Band  is  needed  for 
missionary  compounds,  church  building  lots,  hospitals,  [etc, 

4.  To  take  care  of  the  missionaries  on  the  field,  fnaiiitaiii  the  work  already 

in  operation,  supply  these  hospitals,  and  enter  new  doors  of  opportunity  which 
swing  on  their  hinges  every  day,  we  need  mopey.  The  tital  of  our  i|eeds  great¬ 
ly  exceed  the  Foreign  Board's  part  in  the  75  Million iCaiipaign  if  eyerv  pledge 
made  to  that  fund  is  paid.  T 

5-  Therefore,  pay  your  pledge  even  at  a  sacrifice.!  and  help  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  expand  its  blessed  work  and  carry  th.j  gospel  and  Christian 
ministry  to  millions  long  and  sadly  neglected. 

IIL  HOW  THE  ACCOUNT  STANDS 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  received  from  South jrn  Baptists  last  year 
#2,318,124.16.  We  b»ve  received  t{»  March,  1921,  doriii;  the  present  Conven 
turn  year  #1,078,787.95.  The  South  has,  since  the  75  Million  Campaign  was 
projected,  to  March  1st,  contributed  #3,396,912.11.  On  )he  basis  therefore  of 
four  million  dollars  per  year  $4,771,410.60  must  be  railed  from ’the  Southern 
States  before  the  end  of  April.
